It  couldn't  exactly  be  called  a 
riot  -it  was  not  Communist-in' 
.spired,  no  one  burned  himself 
to  a crisp,  no  USIA  libraries  were 
destroyed  and  the  police  did  not 
have  to  cart  dozens  of  bodies  to 
waiting  wagons. 

THE  ANNUAI.  Pre-Y-Day  Rites 
of  Spring  lasted  Tuesday  from 
about  10:40  p.m.  till  1:30  a.m.  ap- 
parently began  when  boys  from 
Taylor  and  John  Halls  swapped 
insults,  then  moved  down  into 
the  quad. 

Merrill  dorm  mother  Kay  Lar- 
son stationed  her  senior  residents 
at  back  doors  but  at  least  three 
boys  got  into  both  Budge  and 
Merrill. 

Two  windows  were  damaged 
that  she  knows  of.  Girls  from 
Merrill’s  north  wing  encouraged 
the  marauders  with  “things,”  and 
had  an  inter-floor  water-fight 
after  the  troop  left. 

BOTH  DORM  mothers  started 
calling  Heritage  Halls  dorm  par- 
ents after  Mrs.  Larson  heard  the 
shout,  “Let’s  go  to  Heritage!” 
Halls  were  locked  and  dorm  Fath- 
ers were  waiting  when  they  ar- 
rived. 

FiXCITED  COEDS  packed 
windows  and  balconies  and  either 
cheered  or  booed  their  11:30  p.m. 
visitors.  Girls  in  214  E.  Richards 
told  me,  “We  want  out!”  Ardour 
was  dampened  by  a passing  dorm 
father  who  warned  that  they 
would  have  to  pay  for  their  bent 
screen. 

GIRI^rS  IN  one  hall  serenaded 
the  shouters  with  “True  to  the 
Faith.”  Girls  from  Gates  invited 
them  over — and  greeted  them 
with  water. 

General  plan  of  action  seemed 
to  be  for  boys  to  cluster  around 
a dorm  shouting.  Coeds  would 
appear,  douse  them  and  send 
them  to  the  next  one. 

CLOSET  THING  to  violence 
seemed  to  be  the  boys’  pursuit 
of  a KOVO  broadcast  truck  and 
an  unmarked  Socurity  wagon  out 
of  the  Heritage  parking  lots. 

Only  reported  injuries  wei-e 
bruised  knees  in  Robison  Hall 
when  the  table  “about  10  girls” 
were  kneeling  on  ' collapsed. 

THF:  PATTF:RN  was  repeated  j 
when  the  mob  moved  to  Deseret; 
Towers  with  the  added  attraction 
of  a door  one  of  the  girls  opened 
in  Q.  The  boys  swarmed  over 
the  second  and  third  floors,  ac- 


cording to  one  resident,  pounding 
on  doors  and  shouting  “Let  us 
in!” 

Girls  in  Q threw  down  decoy 
“things”.  Then  while  the  boys 
were  scrambling  for  them,  the 
coeds  dropped  water  bombs.  Some 
tender  missiles  went  astray  and 
a njlon  was  reported  clinging  to 
the  outside  wall  Wednesday 
morning. 

THF]  GROUP  returned  to  Mer- 
rill to  march  around  it  singing 
“We  Shall  Overcome,”  according 


to  Mrs.  Larson.  One  boy  who 
climbed  on  a ledge  was  appre- 
hended  b>’  officers  and  taken  to 
I Cannon  Center  where  students 
staged  sitdown,  chanting  “Let  him 
go!”  Officials  did,  in  about  15 
minutes  after  they  got  his  name. 
Director  of  Men’s  Housing  Karl 
Wood  had  “no  comment.” 

News  Bureau  officials  said  the 
University  authorities  have  a 
list  of  “ringleaders”  who  will  be 
called  in  for  disciplinary  action — 
which  may  include  expulsion.

I should  like  to  commend  Doc- 
tor Clinton  Larson  for  his  ac- 
complishments in  creative  writ- 
ing. Conference  week,  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  his  .'Vlantle  of  the  Pro- 
pliet  was  presented  by  a group 
from  BYU.  It  is  beautiful,  and 
should  be  presented  every  year 
on  campus. 

If  we  as  Latter-day  Saints  do 
not  encourage  creative  writing 
we  are  neglecting  one  of  the 
strongest  weapons  in  the  fight 
to  maintain  our  values  in  the 
world.  Sermons  fall  on  deaf  ears, 
as  has  been  shown  in  other  times 
when  there  has  been  a clash  of 
values.  Exemjilary  lives — even 
when  they  can  be  a reality 
in  significant  number  s — are 
not  a teaching  device  to  the  op- 
position for  the  reason  that  their 
very  different  values  cause  them 
to  want  something  quite  differ- 
ent. 

But,  a literature  that  is  dynami- 
cally beautiful,  with  artistic  ex- 
pression,sways  people,  makes 
them  feel  with  us,  changes  atti- 
tudes. We,  as  a group,  need  to 
develop  such  a literary  voice. 

Writing,  as  any  creative  pro- 
cess, is  hard  work,  lonely  work, 
paid  principally  during  its  learn- 
ing, experimental  stage,  only  in 
the  coin  of  honest  criticism  and 
appreciation  of  what  the  writer  is 
trying  to  do.  If  it  is  to  achieve 
universality,  literature  must  be 
artful ; it  takes  much  meaning- 
ful practice  and  knowledge  cri- 
ticism to  reach  this  stage.  It  must 
be  published,  or  it  is  virtually  of 
no  value. 

Could  we  not  have  here  at  BYU 
a published  author,  a critic  who 
could  help  us  with  the  final  creat- 
ive process— getting  into  print, 
with 'an  effective  writing  voice  of 
a group  of  people  with  something 
to  say?  I feel  sure  that  Doctor 
Larson  would  welcome  such  as- 
sistance with  his  creative  writing 
committee;  he  could,  I am  sure  do 
an  excellent  job  of  selecting  the 
man! 

As  writers  we  at  BYU  are  sort 
of  on  high  center;  we  have  a posi- 
tive, optimistic  philosophy  from 
which  to  write,  but  need  help  to 
express  it  in  a form  with  more 
than  “Mormon”  implications.

It  was  a really  good  feeling  to  accept  the  many  com- 
pliments that  came  as  a result  of  the  fine  sportsman- 
ship these  BYU  students  displayed. 

Pat  On  Volleyballer’s  Backs 
’ In  seeking  out  the  all-American  selections  it  was 
nesessary  to  talk  with  several  responsible  individuals. 

Before  any  of  them  would  say  a thing 
however  they  prefaced  their  remarks 
with  a statement  similar  to  those  of 
Harold  H.  Prugh,  Chainnan  of  the  All- 
American  selections  committee  who 
said,  “I  want  to  tell  you  how  really 
proud  we  were  to  have  your  team  rep- 
resented at  the  touimament.  They  play- 
ed hard  and  well  but  always  with  com- 
posure and  fine  sportsmanship.  They 
made  a real  contribution  to  the  event.”

Friermood  went  on  to  heap  praise  upon  coach 
John  Lowell,  “Your  coach,  he  said,  “made  one  of  the 
greatest  contributions  to  the  game  we’ve  seen  in  a 
long  time.  His  clinic  will  help  teams  from  the  whole 
country  improve  the  game,” 

Dr.  Friermood  was  referring  to  a backcourt  clinic 
which  the  BYU  team  staged  on  the  eve  of  the  tourna- 
ment. Tile  officials  were  so  impressed  that  Lowell  was 
named  to  the  coaching  staff  of  the  American  team  go- 
ing to  Canada  this  summer. 

Lowell  has  worked  hard  for  these  achievements, 
however.  It  was  a real  rough  job  to  get  the  team 
into  shape  not  only  physically  but  also  financially. 

The  BY'U  Studentbody  came  through  ivith  fi- 
nances for  the  Omaha  tourney,  but  Loivell  and  his 
team  spent  many  hours  refereeing  and  working  in 
other  areas  to  finance  their  trips  to  other  tourna- 
ments.

Every  one  of  us  at 
BYU  has  benefited  from  their  fine  performance. 
Perhaps  we’ve  benefited  even  more  than  they.  It’s 
not  usually  difficult  to  distinguish  a collegiate  ath- 
letic team  in  a crowd.

Well  on  their  way  to  another 
very  successful  season,  Coach 
Claj’ence  Robison’s  stellar  crew 
of  track  and  field  men  take  on 
three  new  opponents  and  two 
former  foes  Saturday  in  the  third 
annual  Beehive  Invitational. 


HOSTS  FOR  THE  event  and 
winner  of  the  two  previous  Bee- 
hive meets,  the  Cougars  will  be 
facing  Arizona,  Weber  State,  and 
Colorado  State  for  the  first  time 
in  1965.  Of  the  three,  Arizona  will 
offer  the  stiffest  competition. 


The  other  teams  entered  are 
traditional  state  rivals  Utah  and 
Utah  State,  whom  the  blue  and 
white  clad  Pumas  have  demolish- 
ed on  the  cinders  this  season,  per 
Usual.
